Builder hopes for May 1 ground breaking 


pland to get $5 million complex

Vanguard Builders Inc. hopes to 
break ground May 1 for a $5 million 
shopping and office complex on 
seven acres near a key corner in 
Upland where past controversies 
tied up development. 

With a minor access problem to 
the adjoining Betsy Ross restaurant 
worked out, the Upland City Council 
approved a conditional-use permit 
Feb. 5 for the project near Foothill 
Boulevard and Mountain Avenue. 

John Bainbridge, director of 
property management for 
Vanguard, estimated construction 
costs at $5 million for the unnamed 
center. 

Although Bainbridge said the firm 
was not prepared yet to release the 
names of tenants for the center,. the 
complex will feature three major 
buildings — one for offices and two 
for commercial shops — and two 
full-service restaurants. 


The center would cover more than 
100,000 square feet of floor area. 

Plans include a two-story office 
building, 42,500 square feet: two 
single-story buildings for shops, 
totaling 47,000 square feet, and two 
restaurants, totaling 12,000 to 14,000 
square feet. 

Several fashion and apparel 
stores, a flower and plant shop, card 
and gift shop, jewelry store, travel 
agency and a stereo and records out- 
let are among the retail tenants. 

Plans for the office complex in- 
clude a 7,500-square-foot bank with 


drive-up windows. “ms 


Vanguard has estimated gross 
retail sales at $3.5 million for the 
first year, increasing to more than 
$5 million after the fourth year. 

Opening of the center is scheduled 
for this fall. The planned May 
ground breaking does not currently 
include work on the two restaurants. 

Bainbridge said the center will not 
have any one major tenant serving

as the development’s ‘‘anchor,”’ 
such as Mervyn’s Department Store 
in the Mountaingreen Shopping 
Center to the south. 

However, he added that ‘“‘it’s not 
unusual’ for centers the size of 
Vanguard’s to go without the so- 
called anchor to attract business. 

In contrast to two past proposals 
by Vanguard, the current -project 
received few objections. 

Vanguard abandoned plans last 
September for a six-story office and 
shopping complex at the same site. 
That proposal’s 112-foot building 
would have been about twice the 
height of any current structure in 
the city. 

Richard Scott, president of the 
development firm, cited financial 
burdens of studies and detays and 
uncertainty over whether the coun- 


,cil would ultimately approve the 


high-rise center. 
Concerns over the proposal helped 
prompt two studies completed late

The Upland City Council 
went on record last week as 
Supporting the concept of 
having new residential 
growth pay for sewer plant 
expansion, but stopped 
short of backing a proposed 
$925 connection fee. « - 

An advisory committee of 
West End mayors and other 
officials recommended the 
$925 connection ‘charge. be 
levied on each new‘homeé:on: 
Feb. 8. . e8 


City Engineer Fred 
Blanchard ' said the charge 
is aimed at financing $47.2 
million in expansion for 
sewer plants in Ontario, 
Chino and Fontana. 

Upland’s sewage is 
treated at the Ontario plant. 

Limited capacity at the 
regional treatment plants in 
Ontario and Chino has 
restricted home _ construc- 
tion during the last two 
years. 


Expansion needs were 
projected to the year 2000 in 
a consulting firm’s report to 
the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District, which 
operates ‘the sewage 
facilities. 

Blanchard said the theme 
of the recent mayors’ ad- 
visory committee meeting 
was that ‘‘new. gr: 
its. way,” rather than pre: 
sent “users subsidizing new 
residents. 

However, he said that 
frém figures used in the 
réport the $925 charge 


““smay be somewhat on the 


high side, particularly with 
a cost-of-living index.” 


Blanchard said the fee 
should “‘not be excessive — 
because if it were to be ex- 
cessive it would be contrary 
to our opinion of what 
Proposition 13 is all about 
and that is the building of 
excessive reserves by 


governmental agencies.” 

Mayor ‘George Gibson 
noted the report’s figures 
show a $700 charge would be 
adequate to finance the ex- 
pansion. 


At its Jan. 2 meeting, the 
council informally endorsed 
a $700 connection fee along 
with other fees amounting 


y 
‘to $38 annuallyifor'a typical 


West End homeowner. 

The council di@ not dis- 
cuss these other ‘fees, in- 
cluding an $18 anmmal user 
charge, on Tuesday night. 
Neither had the mayors’ 
committee earlier’ this 
month. 

A citizens’ group eon- 
tends the fees other than the 
connection charge amount 
to a form of property tax 
and violate Proposition 13. 

In its motion, the council 
omitted any reference to a 
dollar amount for the con- 
nection charge and did not 


limit its support of the fee 
to just new residential 
growth. 

The advisory com- 
mittee’s recommendation 
for the $925 fee does not in- 
cude new commercial and 
industrial development. | 

Mayor Pro Tem John 
McCarthy said the council’s 
action “‘is leaving the door 
open”’on whether connee- 
tion charges. should be 


‘levied on just new homes or 


include new businesses as 
well, 

Councilman Bill Bottin 
had questioned leaving out 
new commercial and in- 
dustrial users. He seconded 
McCarthy’s motion, saying, 
‘‘My only concern is that we 
be fair to everybody, not 
just one segment.” 

Under its growth- 
management fees, Upland 
currently levies $225 per 
each new home hooking up 
to the sewage system.

Euclid traffic plan

A $1 million project to ease traffic 
congestion on Euclid Avenue in 
Upland cleared a hurdle Monday 
night when the planning commission 
approved a report saying the plans 
would not hurt the historic nature of 
the street. 

Commissioners withheld approval 
of the environmental report for the 
project — featuring improved signal 
control and left-turn pockets in 
Euclid’s median — on Jan. 25. 


At that-meeting, the commission 

requested more detailed informa- 

~ tion on what the project would do to 

traffie flow on east-west side streets 
crossing Euclid. 


The project area includes 14 in- 
tersections along a three-mile 
stretch from the San Bernardino 
Freeway north to 19th Street. 


City Engineer Fred Blanchard has 
‘estimated federal funds would pay 
for $600,000 to $700,000, with the

state and the city sharing in the 
remaining cost. Euclid Avenue’ is 
‘State Highway 83. 

The city council will consider the 
environmental report March 19. 

Euclid Avenue was found eligible 
for inclusion in the National 
Register for Historic Places in 1977. 
The historic status led to the en- 
vironmental report, which would be 
fowarded to the U.S. Highway Com- 
mission as a prelude to federal fun- 
ding after council approval. 


Since their January meeting, com- 
missioners have received copies of a 
traffic study to go along with the 


_ Teport focusing on environmental 


impacts as they affect the historic 
nature of Euclid. They study was 
reviewed Feb. 15. 

Henry Mohle — president of 
Mohle, Perry and Associates in 
Fullerton — told the commission the 
project would benefit north-south 
znd east-west traffic for the 
“foreseeable future,” 

The consulting firm conducted the 
traffic study with L.D. King 
Engineering Co. Inc. in Ontario, 
which also drafted the environmen- 
tal repert. 

However, in response to a ques- 
tion. by Commissioner Ed Sloman, 
Mohle said Upland has a “dynamic 
.traffic situation’ and that ‘‘I don’t 
have the intelligence to say nothing 
will be needed in the future’’ to im- 
prove east-west traffic flow. 

Besides money, Blanchard said, 
another constraint for the project 
centers on rights of way for the side 
streets, 
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“Euclid Avenue has a 200-foot- 
wide right of way. The side streets 
have a 66-foot-wide right of way. To 
widen the side streets in appreciable 
amounts: would mean taking out 
buildings, taking out trees — con- 
siderable work on the side streets,” 
he said. 


last year. One focused on city fire 
defenses and the other on traffic 
along Mountain Avenue. 


The traffic study projected heayy 
congestion for Mountain unless the 
Foothill Freeway or an expressway 
is built across north Upland. 


However, the report noted 
Vanguard's current project by itself 
“will not significantly alter’’ traffic 
conditions. 

Before the six-story proposal, the 
council rejected Vanguard's request 
for a conditional-use permit in 
November 1977 for a shopping 
center featuring a three-story office 
building, three-story motel and 
shops. 

Concerns were then expressed 
over building height, traffic conges- 
tion and potential threat to privacy 
of residents of nearby Golden Rain 
Street. 

Golden Rain residents objected 
strongly to the proposal in 1977.

Uplander warns of revolution 
potential in Venezuela, Mexico.

An Upland man who lost a million 
dollar sale in the Iranian revolution 
warned a group of businessmen 
Wednesday that' oil-rich Mexico and 
Venezuela have potential for 
revolution too. 

Wells H. Cornelius, who lost a sale 
of automotive diagnostic 
equipment, spoke at an Inland 
Valley International Trade 
Association luncheon at Cal Poly 
Pomona. 

He was director of international 


sales for Clayton Manufacturing 


Corp., El Monte, for whom he sold 
dynamometers and steam 
generators for 10 years until. he 


recently formed Upland-based 
Amcor International Co., an export 
management firm. 

He said the million dollar sale was 
all but closed when the revolution 


came, ‘astounding’ him since he - 


expected the shah to stay in power 
at least until an October religious 
holiday which would be likely to 
spur an upsurge of anti-shah 
feelings. 

But in retrospect, Cornelius told 
an audience of businessmen who sell 
abroad, he realizes that he allowed 
the prospect of a million dollar sale 
to blind him to signs of the trouble 
that was coming. 

Some of those signs: 

— Two Iranian businessmen asked 


Upland council approved census 
in effort to get extra state funds 


In hopes of receiving more state 
funds and better planning informa- 
tion, the Upland City Council has 


‘ authorized a special census to be 


taken in the city. : 
The council voted 40, with Coun- 
cilwoman Ina Petokas absent, - to 
spend not more than $25,900 for the 
population count just one year 
before the 1980 federal census. 
However, City Manager Lee 
Travers noted the federal census 
figures take about two years before 
they become available to the city. 
In the meantime, city officials 
believe Upland would receive state 
subventions based on a lower figure 
than the city’s actual population. 
Finance Director Anthony An- 
drade noted the state currently 
credits Upland with a population of 
41,681. He said state subventions — 
money returned to the city from 
state-collected taxes — amount to 
,

$26.29 per person. 

Planning Director Bill Young said 
this morning Upland’s actual pop- 
ulation ranges from a ‘‘conser- 
vative’’ estimate of 45,000 to a 
“‘liberal’’ estimate of 50,000. 

The discrepancy between these 
estimates and the state’s total 
stems from different figures used 
for ~household occupancy, Young 
said. 

Upland underwent a short boom in 
apartment building during the early 
1970s. Apartments generally have a 
household occupancy below that for 
single-family homes. 

The city’s residential develop- 
ment during the remainder of the 
decade has Jargely been single- 
family homes, but Young has 
previously said the apartment boom 
may be distorting state estimates. 

City Manager Lee Travers noted 
Upland took part in a countywide 


census in 1975 and said the city ad- 
ministration believed two years was 
too short a time between counts 
when the idea of a special census 
was discussed briefly in 1977, 


He also noted local cities’ pop- 
ulations turned out to be lower than 
expected in the 1975 count. 


“I think the word was ‘shocked,’ ’’ 
he commented. 


In order to meet federal 
guidelines, Upland must have its 
contracts ready by a March 26 
deadline. Young said the census 
would also have to be completed: by 
July 1 since the federal government 
turns its attention to the 1980 census 
after that. :

He said the U.S. was helpingira 
by building up the oil fields but that 
the Iranians felt that the U.S. ; more 
than any other nation, was helping 
the shah stay in power.

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Despite what happened in Iran, 
Cornelius said he doubts that” 
revolutions will break out in Sadi’ 
Arabia and the sheikdoms of: the 
United Arab Emirates, al? 
important oil producers. eet 


Among stabilizing factors in those 
countries, he said, are the fact-that . 
the populations contain more, 
foreigners than native citizens and 
that the foreigners can’t buy 
property or, marry native citizens... 


He said the situation is different ine 
Mexico, ‘‘which doesn’t seem to be 
able to improve the standard of 
living of the average citizen,”’ and 
Venezuela, which has a few very 
wealthy individuals.

bill faces legislative vote

The next big step in cleaning up 
Southern California's dirty air — an- 
nual pollution testing of all 10 
million cars and trucks in the area 
~~ faces its first legislative vote in a 
week. 

The Senate Transportation Com- 
mittee is scheduled to vote March 6 
ona bill that would require such 
testing by the late summer of 1980. 

The inspection program is one of 
the key measures in the air quality 
plan adopted last month by the 
South Coast Air Quality Manage- 
ment District and the Southern 
California Association of 
Governments. 

“Without passage of this state 
bill, we will be without our most 
effective strategy for reducing 
motor vehicle emissions in the South 
Coast air basin,” J.A. ‘‘Jeb’' Stuart. 
the district's executive officer, told 
the Senate committee last week 


The valley portion of San Bernar- 
dino County is part of the South 
Coast air basin. The West End has 
had some of the basin’s worst 
readings of air quality in the past 
decade. 


The plan proposes to achieve 
federal air quality standards in 


stages over the next decade. But the 
basin is not expected to comply with 
all the standards by 1982, as outlined 
in the federal Clean Air Act. 

Federal law requires an auto in- 
spection program as part of an air 
quality plan if an area hopes to 
demonstrate progress toward the 
standards and receive an extension 
to 1987. 

In his testimony to the Senate 
committee, Stuart mentioned 
several reasons for an auto inspec- 
tion program: 

~— The increased use of leaded 
gasoline in cars equipped with 
catalytic converters, causing the 
failure of those pollution control 
devices. An inspection program 
would detect such failures. 

— Southern California’s high 
levels of photochemical smog, 
which result from the chemical 
reaction of hydrocarbons with ox- 
ides of nitrogen. An inspection 
program would help reduce such 
pollutants from cars. 

-~ The relatively low cost of in- 
spections to car owners. (An annual 
fee of $11 has been proposed. ) 

— The potential loss of federal 
grants to Southern California if air 
quality standards are not achieved. 

“Because we are committed to 
the goals of clean air and because 


we bear the responsibility for 
achieving these goals, we endorse 
this important legislation,’ Stuart 
said. 

The bill (SB 84) is sponsored by 
Sen. John Foran, D-San Francisco, 
and Sen. Robert B. Presley, D- 
Riverside. Foran is chairman of the 
transportation committee; Presley 
was its chairman in the 1977-78 
legislative session. 

A car which fails the pollution 
control tests would be required to 
have a tuneup or other repairs at the 
owner's expense. to a maximum of 
$50. The limit excludes repair or 
replacement of pollution control 
devices that have been tampered 
with or removed. 


The legislation directs the state 
Air Resources Board to report on an 
annual inspection program by June 
30, 1980. It also requires the state 
Department of Consumer Affairs to 
begin such a program 60 days 
afterward. 


Cars which change ownership 
after March 10 of this year will be 
required to undergo inspections 
before they can be registered with 
the Department of Motor Vehicles. 
That will affect an estimated 1,250.- 
000 cars annually in Southern 
California.

The supervisors also agreed to 
increase the fees charged to 
farmers and builders for 
enforcement of the county program. 
The fees have not been changed 
since the program began in 1963. 

The measures will allow the 
county agricultural commissioner 
to take whatever steps are needed to 
control soil erosion, particularly 
during windy periods. This would be 
done primarily by spraying water or

The emergency spraying could be 
done by county workers or the 
property owners themselves. 

The affected area runs from 
Etiwanda Avenue west to Vineyard 
Avenue and from Base Line Road 
south to Ontario Motor Speedway 
and Ontario International Airport to 
Riverside Drive. __ 

In previous years, dust storms 
have forced closure of Ontario 
International Airport and the San 
Bernardino Freeway, buried crops 
and added layers of dust to homes.

Chaffey trustees approve contract 


After some arguments by driver 
education teachers, the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District 
trustees approved a motion last 
week to negotiate a contract with a 
private firm to give driver training 
to students. 

Trustees on a 3-0 vote decided to 
negotiate a contract with the Safe- 
Way School of Driving to provide 
students in the district with 12 hours 
of behind-the-wheel training on a 
driving range and three hours on the 
streets. 

Students in the district must now 


go to private firms for driver 
training since funds for the program 
were cut following the passage of 
Proposition 13. 

Under the proposal, the district 
would give the driving school the $54 
per student which the state gives as 
reimbursement for the training. 

’ It would cost at least $76 per 
student for the district to provide 
the driver training using their own 
equipment and 
according to C. Robert Erickson, 
assistant 
instructional services. 


But Hal ‘Edmon, a driver 
education teacher at Montclair High 
School, told trustees he thinks the 
proposal is ‘‘extremely ill- 
conceived.”

Holt, Guasti bridges open 


Two key Ontario bridge crossings, closed in recent 
months because of flood control improvements under 
construction, are open again this week. 

But the city traffic condition picture won't be all 
roses; other street improvement projects will close a 
section of San Antonio Avenue between Nevada and 
Maitland streets Wednesday. 

Bridge crossings on Guasti Road and Holt Boulevard at 
the Cucamonga Creek Channel, improvement of which 
have blocked freeway access to Holt in recent months, 
reopened late last. week. 

The bridges are part of the Cucamonga Creek Channel 
project under construction by the Army Corps. of 
Engineers, upgrading the channel at a cost of about $1.5 
million. 

The city of Ontario paid about $165,000 of the 
construction cost. 

Channel construction will follow early this summer, 
starting north of Ontario International Airport and 
extending to Foothill Boulevard. 

Street improvements and widening will close down San 
Antonio Avenue between Nevada and Maitland streets 
from Wednesday through April 13. 

Detour signs will be posted around the area. directing 
motorists to Vine Avenue as an alternative route. 

The construction — and other improvements at 
Campus Avenue and Mission Boulevard, are part of a 
$276,000 project, 83 percent financed by a Federal Aid 
Urban Program, according to city officials.

Worm ranch 
scandal points 


up problem 


Prospective investors or individuals who want to make 
money in small business ventures should be wary of sales 
piltches that promise huge profits, the San Bernardino 
County District Attorney's office warned. 

The admonition follows the conviction Jan. 10 of a Fon- 
tana man who pleaded guilty to charges of grand theft 

falsification or corporate records resulting from his 

eration of the Fontana Worm Ranch. 

sJames Lake Bickers operated the worm ranch from 
January 1974 to October 1976, said the prosecutor, Depu- 
ty District Attorney James A. Preston. During that time, 
the worm growing business received a substantial 
amount of publicity and gave the appearance of credibili- 
ty to fictitious sales pitches, according to Preston. 

The defendant sold individuals “starter kits’ for grow- 
ing worms, Preston said. The kit consisted of a small 
quantity of worms to start, instructions on how to grow 
them and the Fontana Worm Ranch’s guaranteed buy- 
back agreement, a written document. 

The sales pitch given to the prospective investors was 
that the Fontana Worm Ranch had ‘‘tremendous un- 
limited’’ markets for worms, said Preston. The prospec- 
tive investor would be told about customers overseas in 
Japan and India who used the worms as a protein source. 
The U.S. Government was a customer, according to the 
firm, and was using the worms in experimental projects 
to aerate the soil and for organic gardeners. 

The prospective investor would be told that Fontana 
Worm Ranch needed growers to meet these demands and 
if the person would purchase the starter kit for a price 
ranging from $279 to $25,000 that the ranch would buy all 
of the mvestors’ production of worms for cash at $2 a 
pound, according to Preston. 

“In truth, the Fontana Worm Ranch was a pyramid 
operation,” the deputy district attorney said. ‘‘That is, 
the only major market was setting up the growers so 
that when it ran out of investors wanting to start into the 
business it could no longer buy any worms.” 

In 1976, the business sold about $219,000 worth of 
worms; 98 percent to growers to start into production 
and 2 percent to a real market: to gardeners through a 
catalogue. 

The newest scheme offers the investor big profits to 
“grow plants in your own home.”’ Here, the investor is 
enticed into buying ‘‘starter kits’’ of small plants and 
told that there is a big demand by supermarket 
customers. 

Anyone contemplating such an investment should first 
ask the person offering to set them up in business ‘‘What 
is the market?” 

“If they don’t tell you, don’t invest,” Preston said. 
“And even if they do tell you, check it out first before you 
give them money.”

“Plans for a second non-stop round trip to St. Louis are 
under consideration,” Iversen said. ‘When scheduled, it 
will likely provide a mid-morning arrival and early after- 
noon departure,’’ he said. 

A spokesman said TWA concluded the route could be 
profitable based on an assessment of growing passenger 
traffic at Ontario International Airport.

Baugham said the Department of 
Commerce can assist firms in iden- 
tifying markets, selecting dis- 
tributors, exhibiting products, in- 
vestigating whether specific 
overseas companies are desireable 
business partners, providing sales 
leads and giving in-depth counsel- 
ing. 

In a speech before the newly form- 
ed local trade organization, Eric 
Silberstein, director of the Los 
Angeles office of the Department of 
Commerce, said he expects the 
growth in the balance of payments 
deficit to stop this year. 

But he said the size of the deficit 
is likely to be about the same as last 


year. 

He said the decline in the value of 
the dollar theoretically should be 
spurring sales of American goods 
overseas because it lowers the 
prices of American goods bought 
with foreign currencies. 

But he said that is not happening 
as much as might be expected, 
possibly partly because American 
firms selling in Japan through 
middlemen didn’t negotiate con- 
tract clauses requiring part of the 
dollar decline to be passed through 
to customers.

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Matthews explained that many 
contracts with the federal govern- 
ment were switched from a ‘‘cost- 
plus’’ order to a more competitive 
bid system in the late 1960s. i 

Industries that had been able af- 
ford to have many machinists 
around no longer could, he said. 

“About 1968, a lot of the industry 
laid off like the dickens,” Matthews 
noted. 

By the early 1970s, he added, 





‘People began to realize: where are 
all the machinists going to?’’ 

He said private industry is reluc- 
tant to invest the time and money 
needed to train machinists only to 
risk losing them whén another 
business offers higher wages. 

G and M operates the schools un- 
der federal contracts aimed at 
reducing unemployment 

The demand for machinists and 
machine operators — machinists 
generally with two years or less ex- 
perience — is high enough that both 
schools plan to start second training 
shifts in March, he added. 

While the instruction might run 
$400 a month elsewhere by 
Matthews’ estimate, students at G 
and M qualifying under the US. 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) can receive 
$2.90 an hour. 

Matthews said students qualify 
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for either of two CETA programs by 
showing that they are disadvan- 
taged, recently unemployed or un- 
deremployed. : 

Through CETA’s ‘skills training 
improvement program, called 
STIP, some students receive on-the- 
job training at area shops. 


Seth Eberhardt, director- 
coordinator of the Upland school, 
described this instruction as ‘‘uni- 
que,’’ noting students could spend up 
to half their time outside the train- 
ing facility. 


‘“‘That’s what makes this program 
so darn good — they train with ex- 
perts. We put them in the ball park; 
they put them on base,’’ he said. 


Eberhardt noted that to ‘qualify 
for the on-the-job training, students 
must have been unemployed for 15 
of the last 20 weeks.

go toward self-help programs for 
needy countries. 

In the past, monies have helped 
establish irrigation systems and 
provided seeds. The remaining 20 
percent helps local emergency 
needs, pays the salary of the hunger 
project coordinator, and promotes 
world hunger education. This year’s 
“walk’’ is set for Oct. 21. 

When disasters occur, many of the 
churches consult the council for 
guidelines on how they can help. The 
council and churches have provided 
assistance for Peru and Africa. 

The council is funded by three 
sources. If a church decides to join 
the council, a. contribution is 
generally made. A small fee is 
charged to those participating in 
council workshops. These 
workshops offer instruction in 
teaching the Bible and other areas. 
Individual donations also help to 
fund the council. This year’s budget 
is $26,000. 


A social concerns department 
provides a discussion forum for 
churches. Topics have. included 
prison ministry, runaways and 
mental health. The council also acts 
as an information clearinghouse and 
referral service for churches.

government and legislature,” said 
Mrs. Lightbody. 

The council is also involved with a 
task force concerning senior 
citizens. It is an attempt to make 
elderly citizens aware of benefits 
they may be entitled to. 

Other social concerns the council 


_ and churches are working on include 


a shelter for runaway girls and 
another for battered women. 

Currently, the council along with 
the School of Theology of Claremont 
is providing chaplains for hospitals. 

“Many hospitals have a list .of 
clergy who can be called in case of 
an emergency. We are trying to 
esteablish a full-time chaplain 
position,’ Mrs. Lightbody noted. 

Several theology students have 
participated in the program. Each 
student spends four to six hours a 
week visiting with patients who 
request it. 

“The hospitals are very happy 
with the program ... there are some 
very positive things happening,’ 
said Mrs. Lightbody. 

The council consists of a general 
assembly, general board, executive 
committee and executive director. 
The general assembly meets yearly 


together to find answers 


in the fall. During the meeting a 
budget is submitted, officers are 
elected, and new churches are 
received into the organization. 

The 30 members of the general 
board are representative of the 
geographic and denominational 
variety of the council. The board 
votes on recommendations from the 
various departments of the council 
through the executive committee. 


Four officers compose the 
executive committee which makes 
recommendations: to the general 
board. Members also serve as a 
personnel committee for all hiring. 
The staff which the committee hires 
includes executive director, the 
hunger project coordinator and full- 
and part-time secretaries. 


Mrs. Lightbody’s responsibilities 
include developing new programs 
and coordinating existing activities. 
She has been the part-time 
executive director of the council for 
4% years. A resident of Ontario for 
six years, she is the wife of the Rev. 
Ralph H. Lightbody, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Ontario.

With an understandable 
fondness for catchy repeti- 
tion of soundin slogans, the 
manufacturers, retailers 
and promoters of 
microwave ovens have had 
a heyday with the ‘“‘M”’ 
sound. 


‘*The magic of 
microwave’’ we read and 
hear. ‘‘The miracle of 


microwave’’ ‘the 
marvels of microwave.” 

Only infrequently in the 
last 30 years have we heard 
an alliteration which is not 
an endorsement but an ac- 
cusation: ‘‘The meance of 
microwave.”’ 

A menace — that accom- 
modating appliance which 
now is in six million, 
perhaps nine million homes, 
and countless. es- 
tablishments — hospitals, 
schools, restaurants 
when members of a multi- 





million dollar industry are 
encouraging children to use 
the microwave? 

The microwave oven 
came into being because of 
an accident. In 1945, an 
employee of the Raytheon 
Co. placed a chocolate bar 
in front of a radar vacuum 
tube he was testing and was 
Surprised to see the 
chocolate melt. Intrigued, 
he experimented with pop- 
corn. Placed in front of the 
tube, it popped. 

That popping is said to 
have signaled the birth of a 
new concept in cooking. 

The first microwave oven 
was considered to be a big, 
cumbersome gimmick, to 
be used for commercial 
heating of hot dogs. In- 
novations in microwave 
technology were spasmodic 
until 1965 when Amana Re- 
frigeration Inc. merged 
with Raytheon. 

In that year, the company

began development of a 
microwave oven for the 
home. The first counter - 
top Radarange oven was in- 
troduced in 1967. Other 
companies introduced other 
models. By 1977, in the 
space of only 10 years, the 
industry as a whole had 
placed microwave ovens 
into six million homes. At 
the end of. 1978, it was es- 
timated that nine million 
families used microwave 
ovens. 

Who calls the microwave 
oven ‘“‘a marvel, a miracle 
and magic’? The industry, 
of course, which by 1980 ex- 
pects to have more than 16 
million ovens in homes, And 
the owners. 

Ask owners, and four out 
of five will give you 
answers like: “I love mine 
just a little less than I love 
my husband.’ ... ‘“Couldn’t 
live without it.’’

Who calls the microwave 
oven a menace? Paul 
Brodeur, author of ‘‘The 
Zapping of America — 
Microwaves, Their Deadly 
Risk and the Cover Up.”’ 
Scientists, physicians and 
ophthalmologists in this 
country and abroad. 

Public concern began to 
surface in 1973 when the 
Consumers Union 
recommended against the 
purchase of microwave 
ovens, regardless of make. 

This concern was inten- 
sified recently when the 
General Accounting Office, 
the investigative arm of 
Congress, released the 
results of a study, ‘‘Report 
by the Comptroller General 
of the United States: More 
Protection From 
Microwave Radiation 
Hazards Needed.”’ 

The study said, in part, 
“In the past several years 


concern has significantly in- 
creased over the potential 
hazards posed by exposure 
to microwave radiation. ... 

“Its capacity to generate 
heat in body tissue and to 
cause heat - related effects 
during exposure to high 
levels, such as cataracto- 
genic effects in the eye, has 
been known for some time. 

“Its effects at low levels 
of exposure, such as its 
reported potential to cause 
changes in behavior or phy- 
siological functions, are 
less definite.” 

The study concluded that 
federal agencies have been 
lax in setting and enforcing 
Standards to protect the 
public from potential health 
hazards of microwave 
radiation, 

The Consumers Union of 
the United States is an 
organization which tests, 
rates and reports on com- 
peting brands of appliances,

automobiles, food products, 
household equipment, etc. 

It distributes. its 
recommendations in 
publication, Consumer 
Reports, to approximately 
1.9 million subscribers. 

In 1972, Consumers Union 
stated that it had found 
measurable radiation 
leakage in 15 leading 
microwave oven models; 
that it considered the 
government’s five 
milliwatt emission stan- 
dard inadequate because 
there were no data on what 
quantity of low - level radia- 
tion could cause human in- 
jury; that although the 
leakage it had detected was 
within the five - milliwatt 
level, a tug on the door of 
one model ‘and a paper 
towel caught in the door of 
another caused leakage far 
in excess of the government 
standard; and that it felt 
the burden of proof ‘was 


therefore on manufacturers 
to prove the safety of their 


products. 
Consumers Union 
recommended against the 


purchase of any microwave 
oven. It reaffirmed this 
stand in 1976. On Dec. 14, 
1978, David C. Berliner, 
Director of the office of 
public affairs of Consumers 
Union, said, ‘‘We have not 
changed our position on the 
non - recommendation of 
the microwave oven.’’ 


There had been criticism 
of microwave ovens and 
their potential of harm 
from leakage long before 
that, but those voicing such 
opinions or suspicions, were 
disregarded or even ridicul- 
ed by the industry and by 
the government, the largest 
consumer of microwave 
energy, according to Paul 
Brodeur. 

Brodéur quotes Professor

Charles Susskind of the 
Department of Electrical 
Engineering of the Univer- 
sity of California at 
Berkeley, who testified at 
hearings held by the Senate 
Commerce Committee ‘in 
1968 regarding the emission 
of ionizing radiation from 
televisin sets, X-ray 
machines and radioactive 
materials used in industry. 


During the hearings, 
Susskind said, ‘‘Although 
ionizing radiation seems to 
loom larger as a hazard, it 
would not surprise me in 
the least if non - ionizing 
radiation were ultimately 
to prove a bigger and more 
vexing problem.” 


The terms ‘‘ionizing’’ and 
“non - ionizing’’ need clari- 
fication to understand the 
controversy, which indeed 
has become ‘‘vexing’’ as 
Susskind predicted.

West End a $50, 
people dreamin 


The West End is still a $50,000-plus haven for people 
pursuing the American dream of home ownership, but 
that is likely to diminish by year’s end. 

As 1979 wears on, homeseekers are likely to find that 
the new homes available here are fewer in number and, 
of course, higher priced, builders say. 

The Reed family (not their real name) of Ontario is 
perhaps typical of the thousands who have been attracted 
to home ownership in the West End in recent years by 
lower prices. 

The Reeds were living in a mobile home park in 
Anaheim, but, said Mrs. Reed, the couple “kept losing 
track” of their three-year-old daughter. They couldn’t 
put up a fence in a mobile home park, so they started 
looking for a house. 

They wanted to stay in Anaheim, having lived there 
since before they were married, but the the lowest price 
new or previously-owned home they couid find would 
cost a steep $70,000. 

Then some friends told them about the low price of 
new housing in Ontario. The Reeds wound up buying a 
new home they regard as of the same quality as the one 
that would have cost $70,000 in Anaheim, but in Ontario 
the price was $57,000. 

Mr. Reed, a manager for a major regional retail firm, 
commutes to the Wilshire district of Los Angeles daily 
but will soon transfer to a new post involving shorter 
daily drives to San Bernardino and Riverside. 

Mrs. Reed is happy about the new. home. ‘‘We have our 
own house, our own yard, privacy, a garage and our own 
land instead of paying rent,’’ she said. 

Builders say the biggest reason that home prices are 
lower here is that land to build on is more plentiful and 
cheaper than in more densely populated areas of Los

Angeles and Orange counties. 

The reason that homeseekers in the West End are 
likely to find new homes here fewer in number and 
higher priced, according to the builders, is that the West 
End home building boom, which reached its height in 
1977, is gradvally slowing down, a slowdown which local 
builders blame largely on growth management and 
moratoriums. 

Local new home sales were ‘‘very unbrisk’’ in 
November (when the Reeds bought) and December, the 
usual slow sales season, according to Randall Lewis, 
vice president in charge of marketing at Lewis Homes in 
Upland, but he said sales have been going well more 
recently despite high interest rates. 

Richard Scott, president of Vanguard Builders in 
Rancho Cucamonga, said, ‘‘We could sell 100 homes a 
month’’ in the $55,000 to $65,000 price range. 

But he said Vanguard doesn’t have the opportunity to 
try to sell those homes because it can’t build them. 
Because of{a moratcrium, the city will not at present 
accept a proposed map of a housing tract on the land. 

“‘We would undertake half a dozen projects locally if 
we could get sites or use the sites we have,’’ said Scott, 
whose firm has been building homes in San Bernardino, 
Redlands and Riverside. 

Ken Willis, executive director of the Building Industry 
Association of the Mt. Baldy Area, predicted 1979 will 
see construction of 3,000 to 4,000 homes in the West End 
ee to 14,000 in the building boom peak year of 
1977. 

Though construction has been slowing, the supply of 
housing has been exceeding the demand, primarily at the 
higher priced levels. However sales are up and many of 
the so far unsold units are not yet completed.

First American Title Insurance Company reported ina 
residential sales survey in October that there were 882 
unsold homes on the market in the Montclair-Ontario- 
Cucamonga area, a supply of housing that would take 
four months to sell based on sales rates preceding that 
date. 

The survey indicated that home price rises have been 
continuing. 

For San Bernardino County as a whole, the survey 
indicated the median average price of a new home was 
$66,600 in October, up $7,900 or 13.5 percent from.a year 
earlier.

Except for $46,000 in Fontana-Rialto, the median 
figures were higher in the West End — $73,500 in Chino- 
Chino Hills, $75,600 in Montclair-Ontario-Cucarnonga, 
and $86,600 in Upland-Alta Loma. 

Nationally, the U.S. Department of Commerce says 
the median new home price in December was $61,100, up 
16 percent from a year earlier. The most expensive 
homes were in the western states, where the median was 
$71,600. 

Builders cited a number of reasons for believing local 
price increases are likely to continue: 

— With fewer homes on the market, the law of supply 
and demand will tend to push prices up. 

— Prices will reflect new contracts with 
subcontractors, who will be asking for more. 

—Builders are currently paying high interest rates to 
their lenders, in some cases as high as 16.5 percent. 

— Costs of building materials, labor and government 
fees are all going up.

the Building Industry Association, said now high interest 
rates paid by homebuyers are likely to drop as the 1980 
presidential election approaches just as they have in 
each presidential election year since FDR was in office, 
but he said the prices of homes themselves will be 
higher. 

According to builders, the bulk of new home buyers in 
the West End are, like the Reeds, first time home 
buyers, mostly young couples from Los Angeles and 
Orange counties looking for affordable housing. 

Randall Lewis at Lewis Homes said that though home 
sales to singles and women have been growing 
nationwide and statewide, that has not been the case 
locally so far. 

But he said the trend toward smaller families has been 
reflected in slackening demand for five bedroom homes 
and increasing demand for two bedroom homes. 

He said almost half of home buying families have 
working wives, partly to help pay for the rising cost of 
housing. 

Demand for housing is said to be booming because the 
population bulge of people born in the baby boom after 
World War II are now at the 25- to 35-year-old home- 
buying age, generating a home-buying surge that is 
expected to continue into the mid-1980s. 

Another contingent of home buyers is ‘empty 
nesters,” parents who, with their children having grown 
up and moved away, are, Said Lewis, willing to give up a 
three or four bedroom home for a smaller one with a 
large master bedroom and kitchen. 

Despite high home prices, buyers still want “frills” 
like. fireplaces, fancy light fixtures, tiled entryways, 
luminous lighting and dishwashers, local buildersisaid. 

Said Lewis, ‘People aren’t going to pay $50,000 for 
something that is completely no frills.’’ Scott said-such 
features add only a few thousand dollars more fo the 
home price. 


Even new houses have defects 


Even with a brand new home, 
homebuyers sometimes find that 
things go wrong. 

Richard Scott, president of 
Vanguard Builders in Rancho 
Cucamonga, said local home 
builders have customer service 
departments to take care of 
customer complaints. 

It is “bad business’ not to do 
repairs if the roof leaks or there are 
other defects in a newly-sold home, 
said Randall Lewis, vice president 
in charge of marketing at Lewis 
Homes in Upland. 

With the nation currently in the 
“tage of the consumer,’’ prospective 
buyers are scrutinizing homes more 
closely and asking more questions 
before they purchase, he said. 

Local builders do not generally 
participate in the National 
Association of Home Builders’ 


Home Owners Warranty program 
which warrants against various 
defects from two to 10 years, Scott 
and Lewis said. 

Scott said the warranty provides 
protection against defects that are 
unlikely with California’s stringent 
building codes and inspections. 


Lewis said home defects generally’ 


tend to show up during the two to ten 
year period covered by the 
warranty. 

The state Contractors’ License 
Board, which has an office in Los 
Angeles, has a policy of contacting 
builders and trying to prevail on 
them to make repairs when it 
receives a complaint of a major 
defect. 

Samuel Bender, regional deputy in 
charge of the office, said a builder 
guilty of poor workmanship or a

18,000 animals were put to sleep in 
the West End from July 1977 to June 


Persons involved in animal 
control. and humane societies 
consider some of those animals 
lucky in comparison to some of their 
counterparts — alive but neglected. 

The Pet Assistance Foundation, 
based in Los Angeles, estimates that 
in order to keep a stable pet 
population in the country, 60,000 
dogs and cats must die each day. 

These figures are based on 
statistics which show that a 
minimum of 3,500 dogs and cats are 
born hourly in the United States. 

Those dismal figures, and others 
which paint a gloomy picture for the 


majority of the nation’s pets, are 
what propelled Weida and Mackie 
into their specialty. 

“Spaying and neutering is all we 
do, so we can offer that service 
more cheaply,” Weida said. 

And by offering it more cheaply, 
the veterinarians hope more people 
will be willing to neuter their pets. 

The clinic’s prices are in keeping 
with clinics established by Los 
Angeles County, but which are now 
running into trouble because of 
Proposition 13 cutbacks. 

Neutering begins at $12.50 for a 
male cat and increases to $25 for a 
pregnant female cat in need of 
spaying. 

The process for dogs begins at 
$22.50 and increases slightly with 
weight. 

But Weida said paying for the 
process isn’t the hang-up of most pet 
owners. 

“There are so many myths 
surrounding spaying and neutering 
‘that some pet owners are afraid to 
bring in their animals,’’ Weida said. 

Some of these myths are: 

—It will change a pet’s 
personality. 

' —Animals should have one heat 
period first. 

—The animal will get fat. 

—The animal should have one 
litter first. 

—That children should see the 
miracle of birth via their pets. 

—That an animal in heat or one 
that is pregnant can’t be spayed. 

—That an animal is too old. 

Weida said a pet’s personality 
won’t change except for the better 
because it isn’t going to come home 
all torn up, dirty and smelly from 
“roaming the neighborhood.” 

He noted the following corrections 
to these myths: 

— A heat period could lead to 
accidental breeding and the heat 
period does absolutely nothing for 
the animal. 

— The animal may gain a little 
weight at first because of a slight 
reduction in its metabolism, but this 
can be offset by a reduction in food 
intake. 

— There is no medical or 
psychological reason for a pet’s 
need of having a litter: They don’t 
think like humans. 

— Children could just as well 
watch a film. 

— The animal is still a good 
surgical risk, but the fees would 
increase slightly. 

— An animal is never too old. 
Female animals don’t go through 
menopause. 

Weida said surgical procedure is 
simple and the animal is allowed to 
return home the same day. 

To Weida, the question, ‘‘To spay 
or not to spay?”’ is easily answered. 

He believes it’s the only answer to 
the thousands of animals being 
killed in pounds, those neglected or 
abandoned and as a help in the 
mistreatment of ‘‘a creature that 
survives only with human care.”’

Use of light source can 
create improved photos

Being able to recognize a 
light source and how it 
affects your subject often 
can make the difference be- 
tween only a good 
photograph and a great one. 
We are all familiar with 
front light, or light that is 
falling directly on the 
subject. This is often 
recalled as the old rule of 
having the sun to your back 
while making pictures. 


So, what's bad about front 
lighting? 
Nothing, really. It 


guarantees good light and 
well-lit, shadow areas, so 
what else could you ask for? 

There is one little thing. 
Straight front lighting 
makes for rather dull and 
uninteresting pictures. The 
lack of good shadows blends 
the subject into the 
background with little or no 
separation. 

Thus it is a good idea to 
avoid the front lighting 
whenever possible. 


Now, if we can’t have the 
light coming from the front, 
where should it come from? 

Basically, only two other 
directions, the side and the 
back of the subject. 

These are effective uses 
of your light source since 
they create interesting 
shadows, separate the 
subjects from the 
background, eliminate 
cluttered backgrounds and 
generally improve the 
quality of both black-and- 
white and color photos. 

However, when you get 
away from the old tired and 
true front-lighting 
approach, you have to 





sacrifice something. There 
will be some degree of 
failure, since the light 
source will vary from other 
directions. You must be 
concerned not only with the 
direction of light, but the 
possibility of glare and lens 
flare. 

But sidelighting, espec- 
ially strong sidelighting, 
can be very useful in 
making striking pictures. 

Take a look at the boy 
with the glider, taken by 
Jerry Rife. Note how the 
light hits the subject at 
almost a right angle. In the 
running picture, the light 
has outlined the boy against 
the dark background. 
Imagine this same picture 
with front lighting, the boy 
would practically disappear 
into the background. 

In the picture of the boy 
lying on the ground, note 
the detail in the face and on 
his shirt. Exposure plays an 
important role here, 
because Rife e: for 
the face and the shirt, 
ignoring the exposure for 
the brighter, surrounding 
areas. 

This is one of the keys in 
sidelit and backlit pictures. 
Expose for the shadow 
areas and let the 

ha 


interfered with the subject. 

Lighting plays a key role 
together with techniques 
such as the use of a natural 
reflector white buildings, 
snow or sand. 

Each of these elements is 
combined to make an 
effective photograph. It is 
up to the photographer to 
recognize them and 
combine them with good 
composition, proper 
exposure and the proper 
film. 

The photographer is like 
an orchestra leader or 
gourmet chef. He selects 
what items he wants in his 
photograph and then mixes 
and blends them in the 


backgrounds go. For if you 
expose for the brighter 
areas, you will wind up with 
a silhouette picture with 
little or no detail in the 
shadow areas. 

Speaking of exposure for 





the shadow areas, look at 
the excellent examples by 
Joe Holly of people being 
made up as clowns. 

In each instance, Holly 
exposed for the shadow 
areas of the faces, letting 
the background areas go. 

Remember, when using 
strong sidelight or back- 
light, your subject will 
appear-more natural, since 
the eyes will not be squinted 
against the bright light of 
the sun or other light 
source. 

I should add here’ that on 
the clown pictures, the 
shadow areas of the face 
are slightly illuminated by 
reflected light being 
bounced back from a 
nearby white building. This 
especially is evident in the 
picture of the man and the 
young child. 

You also noted that both 
photographers’ used 
telephoto lenses. This 
helped in eliminating 
unwanted, cluttered back- 
grounds which could have 


proper amounts to produce 
a complete picture. 
So, for the beginning of

grapher, it is essential to 
recognize these individual 
elements and put them 
together for the best effect. 
Along the way there is a 
great deal of trial and 


error, and that’s the only 


way to learn.
